CANADIAN AFFAIRS. 



By yeaterdoj's mail wo aro placed in po3 
eession of Canadian iutolligcDCo of luore 
than usual interest. Tho death of tho Pre- 
mier, Sir E, P. Taoho, it appears, wan nearly 
the oooaeioa o( a split io tbe OftnadiitD Min- 
iatry. The Oorernor'Qe'noral seat for Mr. 
Joha A. Macdonald, on tbe ground of his 
being senior member of the Ministry, to aa- 
BUmo the oIlioQ of Promicr, and aftor>y»rd9 
stated tlio fact lo Mr. George lirown. Tho 
latter gentleman at onco tendered kla rcsig' 
natioa, auortiog that the appoiotmeDt ol any 
one of tbethtes party leaders— Maodon a lil, 
Oarlier or bimgelf — woald be fatal to tbo 
ooalitioD which was formed to carry out a 
groat patriotic moasnrG indcpondont of poli- 
tical parties. The Governor did not nccept 
Mr. Brown's resignation, but conferred ngain 
with Mr. Maodonald, when it waa finally 
arranged to appoint Sir Norclsse BoUeau as 
Sir £. P. Tache's saoceeBor. This appoint- 
ment wai not reiy satisfaotory to Mr. Brown 
and bis two colleagues, Messrs. Howland aud 
McDougall, but it was on groands of oipco 
dienoy aocopted. Tho following list of the 
new Ministry shows tho (uw onicinl ohnnges, 
consequent on thodeaih of Colonel Tocho : — 
Beoeirer General and Fremier — Sir N. F. 
Belleau. Attorney General AVcst and Minis- 
ter of Militia — Hon J. A. Maodonald. At- 
torney General East — lion. Geo. E. Cartier. 
Minister of Finance — lion. A. T. Gait. 
Commiasioner of Crown Lands — Hon. A. 
Oampboll. Minister of Agriculture — lion. 
T. O. MoGee. Commissioner of Public 
Works— Hon. J. C. Ohapait. Prosident of 
the 06uQcil— -Hod. Oeorg^ Biowo. Fost- 
masler General — Hon. W. P. Uowland. 
Provincial Secretary and Minister of Educa- 
tion — Hon. "W. MoDougall. Solicitor General 
Wast — Hon. J. Cockburn. Solicitor Gener- 
al East — Hon. H, L. Langovin. 

Tbo Parliament was opened at Quebec on 
the 8tii of Augost, when ministerial ssplana- 
tions were' glren in reference to the matter 
we have jnstreuorded. Tho most important 
subject, however, which came up waa llio ra- 
port of the Canadian Delegates to England. 
It is an important document, but ocoupics too 
much space — three columns almost of the 
Toronto Olobe—tat re<pablioation here. VVu 
might, however, give its snbstanoe as follows: 
The committee of the Imperial Cabinet ap- 
pointed to confer with the delegates oompri'cd 
tho Duko of Somerset, Earl Grey, Mr. Qlad- 
stono, uud .Mr. Card well. Tb« first Bclject 
was that of Confederation, whieb was fully 
discussed io all its bearings, and tbe respon- 
sibility of tbe maritime provinces attempting 
to thwart tha measure ptonounoed grave in 
the extreme. Tho idea," however, says the 
report " of coercing the maritime provinces 
into tho measure was not for a moment enter- 
tained," but " we received assurances that 
Her Mnjesty's Government would aJopt 
every legltimato means for securing thuir 
early assent to the Union. In the course of 
these disouBsioDB, the question of the Inter- 
colonial Railway came up as a necessary ac- 
oompaniment to Confederation, when we 
sought and obtained a renewal of tho promised 
Imperial guaranteo of a loan for Iho coustruc^ 
lion of that work.'' Tho delegates oensarcd 
very strongly the frequent remarks in tbe 
Honse of Commons and In tbe English press, 
that Canada was incapable of oiricient pro- 
tootion against iuvaHiou across her inland 
border, and asked tho Imperial Govcrniiiarit 
to order a military roport on the question. 
" Such a report was obtained aud comnnuni- 
oaled to us conddcutially," say tbe delegates, 
" and wo rejoice to say that it was caloulatcil 
lo remove all doubt as to the seenrity of our 
country, so long as the hearts of our people 
remain flrmly attaohod to tho British Hay 
and the power of England is wielded iu our 
defoDoo.'' Tho arraugoment entered iiilo 
by tho Homo (iovernmonl for UaiinJi:\ii 
defence has already appeared in our 
columns, but it may not be unintere^t- 
int; to give the delegates' own views. " Vi'c 
pointed out that, while fully rccogiiisiug 
the neeessity and propared to provide for 
Buoli a system; ol dufeiico us would rosturu 
coiilideiioo in our futiiro ut homo iiml iibruiid, 
tho best nllimate defence for liritish Arneruvi 
was to bo found in tho inoreiisa of her 
population as rapidly as possible, and llio 
husbanding of oar resources to that end ; 
and, without claiming it as a right, we 
veiitured. to suggest lliat by onahlinj; us lo 
throw o])uii Iho norlli~\vestorii luiriloritis lo 
free soUleinent, iiiid by iiidiuf^ us in unliirf;in^' 
our Oiiimlsaiid proiiH'otiiig iiiloiiiiil pr idocli vtj 
works, and by proinuling an o.-ileiisivu plan 
of omigiation Irum Europe into tbo un- 
settled portiooa of our domain — pormanciii 
seourlty would ba moio (luiokly and suridy, 
and economically eoomcd than by luiy other 
means. We ilid not fail to j)oiiit oul bow 
this might bu duiio without cu9l or riuk Iu the 
British Exobsquor, and how greatly it would 
lighten the new burden of dofenoe proposed 
lo bo assumed At a moment of depression by 
the people of Canada." 

On the question of reoiprocily tho delegaieS 
could not «co on what grounds tin; United 
Slates (Jovernmeiit, who beiiefileil even iiioro 
than Canada by the treaty in " tho increased 
foreign comniorco of tho States, tho TOSt uiitl 
Jucrativo carrying trade, tbo free ocoesa lo 
lha St. Lawrence, and tbe invaluable Qshiiif^ 
'grounds of British America could iltsiis 
to abrogate tho measure." "Wo ex- 
plained " says tho report, " tho immediate 
injury that would result loCaradiaii iulurosl.f 
from thu abrogation of thu Irt'uly; but wo 
pointed out at tbo samo time tbo now and 
nltliOately more profltable ohannols into 
which our foreign trade muBt,Mn'that event, 
be turned, and (he necessity of preparing for 
the change if indeed it was to oomc." 'I bo 
result of tbe negotiations on tbis quostioo waa 



tbat:Qtt,dUajuty 's Go vern meut would order 
Sir FrederioTT Bruce, English Minister at 
VVaohingtoa, to act in conjunolion wltb thu 
Can&dian Governinent in tbe endeaTor to get 

tho treaty renewed. 

Tho most important subject, hov;ovcr, to 
UB in tho report is tho proposed opening up 
Rfik9.--^oc^li<lVy est territory, and we cannot 
do better than give this part of the dooumoot 
almost in its entirety. " On the TTth of No- 
vember," says tho roport, " a minute Council 
was approved by tho Uoveriior General in 
reply to .Mr. Curdwoll'a DuBpalch. It set 
forth that tbe Governmeul of Cauada was 
ready and , aozious to co-operato with the 
Imperial Government, in securing tho early 
Boltlomont of the North-'Wcst Territories, ui d 
tho ostabliahmonl of lc.:al (Jovcrnmunt in 
its settled portions ; but that in ils o[iioion 
tbo first stop towardSj that end was the ex- 
tinolion of ull claim by tho Hudson's Bay 
Company to proprietary rights in the soil 
oni^exclusivQ rights ol trade. It suggested 
that it was for tbe Imperial Government, 
and not for tho Qovornment of Canada, to 
assume tbo duty of bringing to an end u 
monopoly originating in an Knglish Charier, 
and exercised so long under Imperial sano- 
tion; but that when tho negotiations were 
brought to a oloio tha Government of Can- 
oda would be ready to arrange with the Im- 
perial Government for tho annesation to 
Canada of such portions ol the Territory as 
might he available for eoltleincnl, as well as 
lor the opening up of comuiuuiealions into 
tho 'I'etfitory and providing means of local 
administration. Or should the Imperial 
Govarnment prefer to erect tbo Territory 
into a Crown Colony, tho Canadian Govern' 
moiit would gladly co-operate in the opening 
up of comrauuication into the Territory, and 
tho Eetllfinoiit ,o( tho country. Tlio minute 
finally auggujLod that tho Hon. I'residcnt ol 
Iho Council while in' England would coin- 
munieato mote fully to Mr. Cardwell t.ie 
views of the Canadian Government. Tho 
negotiations that followed on this do.spatch 
satisfied ua of tho impossibility of onloroing 
iho end sought by Canada without lung- 
protracted, vo.xalious and costly litjgutiou. 
The Hudson's Bay Company wero iu jjoasoj- 
sion, and it time were their object, oould 
protract the proceedings indelinilcly ; and 
Her Mfgesty's (iovernment appeared unwil- 
ling to ignore pretensions that had fre« 
quontly received quasi recognition Irom 
tho Imperial authorities. Calling to niiud, 
therefore, tbo vital impoctanco to Caiiiula of 
having that groat and fertile country opcucd 
up to Canadian channels — remembering also 
tho danger of large grants of land paE..ing 
into the bands of mere monoyed oorporations 
and embarrassing the rapid settlement of the 
country — and the risk that the rceont discov- 
eries of gold on Iho castBin slope of the 
Rocky Mountains might throw into the coun- 
try large masses of settlors unaceustonied to 
British Instituliona— we arrived at the con- 
clusion that the quickest solution of the ques- 
tion wonld bo tho best for Canada. We ac; 
cOrdingly proposed to tbo Imperial Ministers 
that the whole Hrilish .terrilory oaet of the 
Roclty Mountains and north of Ihe American 
or Canadian lines should bo made over lo 
Canaila, subject to such rights as tbe Hudson's 
Bay Company might be able to establish ; and 
that tbe compensation lo that company (if 
any wero found to bo due) should bo met by 
a loan guaranteed by Great Brituiri. The 
Imperial Ooverninen'. cor'jSeuleJ lo ihi;', and 
a careful investigation of the ciiso salisfies 
us that the compensation to the Hudson's 
Bay Company cannot, under any ciroum- 
stanoes, be onerous. It is but two years sinoe 
tbe present Hudson's Bay Company pur- 
chased tho entire property of the old company ;

Tho value of the 
torntorial rights of iho Compauj, thorefore, 
in tbe estimatioa of tho company itself, will 
be easily arrived at."

CHEAT FUIK IN MAINE. 

AuciDsTA, Me., Sept. 17. — Tho most 
(iestructivo firo that has ever occurred in 

iMuino, swept tliroiigli this city this innni- 
ing. Tho entire business portion of the 
city, extending from tho passenger bridge 
to Wiotbrop street, and from tbo river to 
tlin railroad track, is in ruins. Tho fire 
Ijroko out ill a wooden hiiililiiif; on ^yater 
^■lreet, ami spreiul rapiiily in all illriiclioiis. 
Tlie utmost efl'orts of the fireiiie'ii could 
only cooQno its destructive progress to tin 
limits above mentioned. Ever}' liuvyi r s 
olliio in the city, nil the banks, t.vu 
hoti.'ls, the |i03t iillice, CNpre.'^.s, ami tele- 
graph oflficos, all the dry goods, book ninl 
clothing stores, in the city have been 
reduced to nshes. The United States 
(inartermastcr, Cottimissnry and Pension 
olliee.'--, the new depot, ihc .lye iiewsjiaper 
oHico, and many other buildings, in all 
numbering more than forty, occupied as 
places of business by more than one 
luitulrcd ittdiviiltials and Grins, were burnt. 
The banks sticcceilod in saving all ilieir 
papers anil treasure. The liru was 
undoubtedly tho work of an incendiary. 
The losses cannot now bo estimated, but 
cannot fall short of half a roillioD. 

THE WAR IN PABAOUAT. 

New Vohk, Sept. 17.— The Biieno.s 
Ayres jotiriiuls contain some fartlier very 
ititeresliiig items concerning tlio Para- 
guayan war. Thoro is said to bo much 
apathy regarding it among the peoplo of 
tho Argentine Confederation, who are 
slow in joining the army. In order to stir 
ihein up Oeii. Argii/.a, formerly President, 
bus isttied a ]iruclaination in which ho 
says the contest witli Paraguay is so 
.saered that he woiiiii go to join the Le- 
gion in the field even if he sbotild be 
desertctl by his own children. Mounliiiie 
tbe Qovcrnmoiit has made arrangements 
for raising troops in Europe in order to 
drive the Paraguayans out of the Bnizi'.- 
lian Province of tho Rio'irande. The 
Kmperor has ordered that every lit man 
in iho province shall be put under arms 
30,000 from other provinces innst be 
moved at onco. it is thought lliat !,i)|iez 
has an army of 100, nOO men under arms, 
lie is well supplied with material of o.\- 
uclient character.
